I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  and  Sanitary  conditions  of  the  Hadleigh  Urban  District  for 
the  year  1958* 

This  year  the  Registrar  General  estimates  a population  increase 
of  50  persons  and  of  almost  200  since  the  last  census  in  1951c 
It  is  pleasant  to  note  that  there  were  no  deaths  from  any  of  the 
. notifiable  diseases,  nor  did  any  death  result  from  leukaemia® 

Heart  disease  of  one  kind  or  another  was  responsible  for  almost 
half  of  tne  total  deaths 0

Water  Supply. 

During  the  year  water  consumption  in  the  district  has  risen  by 
approximately  7,500  gallons  per  day,  this  being  duo  to  Loca.i  Author  hey 
housing  development  in  the  North  Eastern  part  of  the  town. 

This  fact  has  led.  to  increasing  difficulties  :■  n supplying 
residential  properties  situated  along  the  higher  contours  of  the  South 
East  area  at  peak  demand  periods  and,  therefore s as  a temporary  measure, 
the  present  supply  is  from  a booster  reservoir  r,  It  is  estimated  tna:  url.s 
reservoir  v/ill  reach  its  maximum  capacity  during  1959 0 

With  these  difficulties  in  mind  the  Council  are  at  present 
considering  taking  a bulk  supply  from  a neighbouring  authority  by  means 
of  a trunk  main  situated  over  the  higher  contours  along  the  eastern 
ridge  of  the  town. 

Pour  bacteriological  samples  of  water  taken  were  found  to  be 
satisfactory. 

Following  the  results  of  two  chemical  analyses  of  water , Consulting 
Chemists  were  requested  to  carry  out  a survey  and  report  on.  brie  ex  is  ring 
water-  supply. 

This  survey  resulted  in  sulphate  reducing  bacteria  being  found 
present  and  active  in  the  mains. 

At  the  present  time,  little  can  be  done  o.bout  this  problem,  tub 
having  regard  to  the  Council ?s  consideration  of  a bulk  supply,  the 
necessary  oxygenation  would  be  carried  out  & t source  a 

Sewage  Disposal. 

The  approximate  daily  flow  of  sewage  is  80,000  gallons  which 
represent  an  overload  figure  of  55^  on  the  existing  works.
